SUBJECT: Air Operations Report 


• 1, The LINCOLN Air Support Officer arrived FJHOPEFUL 0300 hours 
25 March. The CAT pilots were picked up at C. J brought 

to FJHOPEFUL. c_ -Jtod c. Jjysre in charge of the security 

pertaining to tms pick up. J the Contact and the CAT 

pilots were loaded into. two civilian seaans. The sedans proceeded to 
FJHOPEFUL via indirect routes to insure no surveillance. 


2. Thursday, 25 March iQ Jda&C’ J supervised setting up 

air operations, sterilization of aircraft, briefing of sterile air 
crews, and establishing billets and messing facilities and procedures# 

3. Friday, 26 March: Robertson and£ Jpecruited four cargo 

kickers from the guard force at FJHOPEFUL; xoaded aircraft for first 
black flight; pilots briefed by air operations and security; first 
black flight departed as scheduled and returned as scheduled. 

_ 4, Friday, 26 March: Had meeting with^ 

Jon Friday morning. We can depend on 10U/& cooperation from the 
Air Force. The Air Force has provided a twenty-four hour guard watch 
for our aircraft. Quoting^ JJ. "Your support is the least 

of your problems. We consider your project a top-priority project 
in this command and «n you have to do is ask for what you need and 
I assure you it will be provided. All key personnel in my Command 
have been so directed."

cable received FJHOPEFUL approximately 2200 hours 25 March. Cable 
broken down by 0030 26 March. Commo informed C, . Jty phone 
that he had an operational immediate cable. At approximately 0130 
hours- 26 March ««7dnd Robertson were still awaiting 

cable. £ J culled commo to determine if cable was completed. 

Commo had secured and gone home. The nightC.Q. was instructed by 
Commo Officer to pass the following message to Cl _7 it he called: 
Commo had notified C. Jfcy phone that he had received an 
operational immediate cable from LINCOLN pertaining to air operations. 
C J fold commo that he would discuss the cable with LINCOLN 


personnel the next day at 0730* Commo had no authority to release 
the cable to LINCOLN personnel* Robertson personally called^ 
and told him that we believed the referenced cable was important ^ 
inasmuch as it was sent operational immediate and that the contents 
of the cable may be of sufficient importance as to require an 
immediate answer, and that by waiting until office hours the next 
day might be too late. Robertson requested^ Jto authorize commo 
to release the cable to us. The cable was released to us at 
approximately 0215 hours 26 March and did require an immediate 
answer. NOTE: In my opinion had no action been taken on this 

operational immediate cable until the next day, the first scheduled 
black flight could not have been made. The damage which could have 
been caused between LINCOLN and Cm J ] /Relationships cannot be 
estimated. (£. J actions concerning referenced operational 
immediate cable, in my opinion, not justifiable.) 
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
